Patterns of Cyood (Works 


Titus 2:7, 8, “In all things shewing thyself a pattern of 
good works: in doctrine shewing uncorruptness, gravity, 
sincerity, sound speech that cannot be condemned; that he 
that is of the contrary part may be ashamed, having no evil 


thing to say of you.” 


Now, we need to be a good pattern 
at all times. If we are sound in speech 
at all times and places, we will be 
good patterns to those we meet on 
the street, at the office, or any place 
we go. We will not go places that 
would throw a shadow on holiness. If 
we have cut our conversation by the 
holiness pattern, then it will fit any 
subject that you ought to talk about, 
and when you testify the words that 
you say will ring out as good news. 
Ministers, if you have stood around 
on some street corner and listened to 
some joke told by some ungodly per- 
son, and you take part in the laugh- 
ing, someone is going to take notice. 
Then when you fill the place in your 
pulpit on Sunday, your message will 
not be effective, and you will remem- 
ber some place where you failed to 
live up to God’s standards. 

When a tailor makes you a suit 
and it fits, there are other people who 
want to get a suit to fit like yours. 
How much more is it necessary that 
we be clothed in righteousness, and 
make folk hungry to pray through 
and get God’s best for them. We must 
stay dressed in clothes cut out by 
God’s pattern (that is holiness). In 
Mark 5:15 we find that Jesus clothed 
a man in his right mind. This one 
man had enough demon spirits in him 
to cause about two thousand hogs to 
commit suicide in the water. Heb. 13: 
8, “Jesus Christ the same yesterday, 
and today, and forever.” If Jesus 
would fix Peter up in a holiness suit 
that the people brought the sick into 
the street so the shadow of him 
might fall on some of them, I want 
to state on the authority of God’s 
Word that God cut His patterns so 
that just anyone that will live the life 
of holiness will be fitted. Then if we 
will fit our lives to every part of God’s 
pattern, we will try to spread the 
Word of God to every place that we 
can by giving offerings and paying 
our tithes, and we will not try to 
get someone to think that tithes were 
just under the law. 


In Matt. 23:23 Jesus said you ought 
to do these things. Mal. 3:9 says, “Ye 
are cursed with a curse: for ye have 
robbed me, even this whole nation.” 
In verse 10 there is a great promise 
of God to open the windows of heaven 
and pour you out a blessing that you 
won’t have enough room to receive it. 
No wonder we find so many people 
that are not full grown. In verse 11 
is another great promise. He said He 
would rebuke the devourer for your 
sakes and He shall not destroy the 
fruit of your ground. This is just an- 
other one of God’s patterns. If you 
don’t come up to this standard, you 
will fall short somewhere else. That is 
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to say, if you will pay your tithes then 
your pastor can get along better, and 
the five per cent paid in can go 
to open up some new field and get the 
Word of God to them. If you don’t 
pay your tithes, then you are not full 
grown like God wants you to be. 

The index finger of God’s Word is 
pointing to the soon coming of His 
Son Jesus, and if you want to do some- 
thing for God you had better get busy 
and come up to God’s standard. Stop 
trying to pull God’s standards down 
to fit your life, but bring your life up 
to God’s standard. Let us all march 
on to victory through Jesus. The good 
old gospel ship that has landed thou- 
sands will land you on that shore 
where no more cares or sorrows come. 
We will live in a city where the 
streets are gold, and the walls are of 
jasper. All people are dressed up in 
holiness, cut out by God’s pattern. 
That is not all, God the Father, God 
the Son, and God the Holy Ghost will 
be there. Praise God from whom all 
blessings flow. 


As we begin to look around we find 
in Prov. 22:6, “Train up a child in the 
way he should go, and when he is old 
he will not depart from it.” This is 
just another one of God’s patterns. 
No wonder we see fathers and moth- 
ers in trouble because of their sons 
and daughters being away from God. 
It is high time that parents were 
bringing their children up in the nur- 
ture and admonition of the Lord, for 
the Church of tomorrow will be the 
young people of today. We need to 
keep them praying through, that the 
Church may go on. 


Here is another good pattern of the 
Bible. Read the golden rule and after 
you have read it then go to Heb. 13: 
1, “Let brotherly love continue.” 
When your brother minister wants to 
do something for the church he is 
pastoring and calls on you for a re- 
vival and you accept the call, do all 
you can for lost souls and try to get 
them to God. Try to get the mind of 
God instead of trying to get the minds 
of some of the church and begin to 
pull to get the church to pastor for 
another year. When that starts all 
you are doing is hurting yourself and 
the church. The pastor is made to 
wonder why some of the church are 
more different than they were before 
the revival started. I wonder if some 
of the spirits that caused the hogs 
to run down the hill into the water 
have found their way into that man 
and caused him to make a pull for 
the church. This is just another one 
of God’s patterns. If there ever was 
a time that all people ought to pray 
it issnow, for your boys and my boys

have left home to face the enemy. 
Let us lay aside anything that might 
hinder, and begin to call on God. 

Gal. 6:1, “Brethren, if a man be 
overtaken in a fault, ye which are 
spiritual, restore such an one in the 
spirit of meekness; considering thy- 
self, lest thou also be tempted.” When 
you see some growing cold, then is 
the time to show that you are a shep- 
herd and care for the sheep, doing all 
you can to help the one that is down 
in spirit. This should be done, instead 
of giving him a push just because you 
don’t like something he did. The spirit 
of Christ is to help people, and He 
came all the way down from the glory 
world that we might be redeemed from 
a sinful life. 

I wonder if you are measuring your 
life to God’s patterns. 


USE WHAT YOU HAVE 


You are born again of His Spirit. 
If you will take what you have, and 
will pour it out, you will find that 
God will keep pouring in. He will 
never fail you. You need not wait for 
some great experience. Begin with 
what you have.

He uses the 
little light to help him turn the tele- 
scope and focus it, and by and by the 
radiance of the far off light pours 
down the tube; the less helps to get 
the greater. Use the grace that you 
have, and God will give you more 
grace, and more and more grace, and

Baptists Ask Religious Freedom 
in Russia 


The World Baptist Alliance recent- 
ly met in Chicago with representa- 
tives present from the United States, 
Canada, and England; which, recog- 
nizing the “relaxation of the Soviet 
government toward religion,” has 
asked for “complete religious free- 
dom” in a resolution adopted by the 
Executive Committee. After having 
expressed full appreciation for what- 
ever accomplishments the U.S.S.R. 
government has given unto its con- 
stituents by way of material help, 
“the Baptist body urged that peace 
treaties made following the war in- 
clude a section guaranteeing” “full 
religious liberty.” Let us hope that by 
the grace of God and the recoil of 
the Russian government that “re- 
ligion” may again have unrestrained 
opportunity in Russia.

Future of Church in China 


“Asked why he believes the Church 
will be able to play an important part 
in the rebuilding of postwar China, 
Bishop Yu-pin pointed out that al- 
though Christians in China number 
only 5,000,000 out of a total popula- 
tion of over 471,000,000, they include 
one-fifth of China’s leaders, includ- 
ing Generalissimo and Madame Chi- 
ang-Kai-shek and the Chinese Minis- 
ters of Foreign Affairs and Finance. 
It is through the Chinese intellectuals, 
many of whom have been educated 
in Christian schools, he said, that 
Christianity will be able to assist in 
the reconstruction of China.” Though 
Christianity is not numerically strong, 
among the populace of China, there is 
potential strength among its ruling 
class which should encourage Chris- 
tian activity.

Starving Children in Europe 


Mr. Angell, speaking before the 
House of Representatives, gave the 
following report of starving children 
in Europe: 

FOR MANY IT IS TOO LATE 

One knows something of the story 
of Greece. Before the blockade was 
partially lifted some nine months ago, 
we have it on the authority of the 
president of the Greek Red Cross in 
London that 110,000 children in 
Greece and the Piraeus—one-third of 
the child population—perished of 
hunger and the epidemics fatal be- 
cause of hunger. In Athens alone in 
a period of two months in 1941, nine 
out of every ten babies died at birth. 

In Belgium, where the child popu- 
lation of 2,000,000 is the most sorely 
menaced of all the occupied countries, 
the average daily calorie ration 
dropped in July of 1942 to the appall- 
ing level of 886. Even in the first 
World War it never fell below 2,280. 
Tuberculosis among children has 
risen in many sections as high as 60 
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per cent, in some to 100 per cent. In 
starving France the rate of the great 
white plague mounts daily.

“"Teen-Age” Curfew Urged 


From Chicago comes word that “a 
move generally accompanied by the 
support of church groups” that there 
is an effort to revive and enforce 
“old curfew” laws. A survey by the 
American Municipal Association 
shows that from 10 to 90 per cents 
of all cities in various states have 
adopted the curfew law to deal with 
“juvenile delinquency.” These laws 
deal with children of certain ages, 
say fourteen to eighteen, requiring 
them to be at home by a certain time. 
Serious fines are imposed upon par- 
ents in various cities; others punish 
both child and parents. This is a seri- 
ous problem which calls for careful 
planning and maneuver if we are to 
save the coming generation from the 
sad experience of “be sure your sins 


- will find you out.” 


Long Distance Baptism 


What may have been the first bap- 
tism by telephone was reported by 
RNS out of New York, as performed 
by Methodist Bishop Herbert Welch, 
of New York City. Three-month-old 
Emily Whittlesey Herbert III, of 
Lakeview, Oregon, was baptized from 
the home of her grandparents in Up- 
per Montclair, N. J., by coast-to-coast 
telephone connection. The infant was 
the daughter of John M. Herbert, a 
forest ranger, and his wife, Doris 
Peterson Herbert. This was the third 
generation of the Herbert family to 
be baptized by the 80-year-old Bishop. 
The child’s father, holding the infant 
near the telephone, heard the Bishop 
pronounce the words, “Emily Whit- 
tlesey Herbert III, I baptize thee in 
the name of the Father, and the Son, 
and the Holy Spirit. Amen.” The 
child’s father, acting for the Bishop, 
dipped his hand in the water font and 
performed the — 


America’s Greatest Sin 


Under this caption Dr. E. F. Weber, 
Radio Pastor, of Oklahoma City, gives 
the following report concerning the 
curse and consumption of liquor in 
the United States. 

“The liquor industry of the United 
States sank the equivalent of 213 
boatloads of grain, 207 boatloads 
of fruit, and 13 boatloads of 
sugar in the manufacture of alcoholic 
beverages. Said W. C. Moffitt, ‘We are 
virtually being drowned in drink.’ 
From April, 1933, to August 31, 1941, 
or one hundred and one months of 
repeal witnessed the consumption of 
thirteen billion, nine hundred and 
twenty-four million, eight hundred 
and seventy-one thousand, two hun- 
dred and ninety-seven gallons of 
legalized alcoholic drinks by the 
American people at a cost of twenty- 


three billion, three hundred and 
eighty-six million, five hundred and 
twenty-six thousand dollars. In addi- 
tion it is estimated that approximate- 
ly three billion gallons of illegal 
whiskey were sold surreptitously dur- 
ing the seven-year period. Federal 
agents averaged twenty-five thousand 
arrests a year for violation of the 
liquor laws and destroyed one thou- 
sand stills a month while the Treas- 
ury Department and the liquor inter- 
ests unite in bewailing the enormous 
increase in the illicit trade. So, you 
see, the repeal of Prohibition didn’t 
do away with the bootlegger accord- 
ing to these statistics. 


“There are now more than four 
hundred thousand saloons and bars 
with a brass rail in America, to say 
nothing of three hundred thousand 


other establishments where legalized @ 


liquor is sold, or four times the num- 
ber that there was before Prohibi- 
tion. There are two saloons to every 
church; three saloons to _ every 
school; one saloon to every seventy- 
five families in America; one saloon 
to every fifty-one of our youth be- 
tween the ages of 16 to 24, says the 
American Business Men’s Foundation. 
Says the New York Times, ‘The old 
saloon had its faults, but at the worst 
there never was any chance that you 
would have to fight your way through 
schoolgirls to get to the bar.’”

Russia and the Bible 


Colonel Miles, Secretary of the 
Russian Missionary Society, says that 
since May, 1929, it has been illegal in 
U.S.S.R. to print, publish, distribute, 
or circulate the Sacred Scriptures or 
any part of them. No modification 
of this law has taken place. No per- 
mission has been granted to anybody 
to distribute God’s Word in Russia 
proper. 

The leaders of the Christian de- 
nominations in Great Britain for- 
warded a petition to Moscow through 
M. Maisky, the Soviet ambassador in 
London, asking that religious free- 
dom be granted to the people of Rus- 
sia, but in the words of a prominent 
Baptist leader, there is merely at 
present, “an opportunist easing of 
pressure without change of the legal 
position.”

Beginning of Crime Wave 


The estimated costs of law enforce- 
ment in the United States varies from 
$15,000,000,000 to $17,000,000,000 an- 
nually. The greater part of crime is 
committed by the teen-age groups 
and mere youth. Did you ever stop to 
think that the majority of this crime 
wave and expenditure could both be 
prevented if there was proper care of 
the child, or children, at the proper 
time and in suitable ways? It is shame- 
ful to think of our ever-increasing 
delinquencies among the children and 
youth. It is, however, more shameful 
that such increase is directly trace- 
able to failure of discipline and in- 
struction by parents in the home. For 
every crime committed by youth, or 
delinquencies of children, there is in 
most instances first the failure of 
parents in giving godly instruction 
and example of conduct. 
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Cwo Baptisms 
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Che Cwo Bap tizers 


“I indeed baptize you with water: 
but he shall baptize you with the Holy 
Ghost,” Mark 1:8. 


It is plain from the above scripture 
that there are two baptisms spoken 
about. One of them has already taken 
place with John as the administra- 
tor; the other is yet future and the 
one who is to administer it is de- 
scribed and named in the three verses 
following our text. 

Let us look first at the first bap- 
tism and the first baptizer. 

In the third chapter of Matthew 
we find the best description of John’s 
manner of preaching and his demands 
of those whom he baptized. “In those 
days came John the Baptist, preach- 
ing in the wilderness of Judea, And 
saying, Repent ye: for the kingdom 
of heaven is at hand,” vs. 1,2. “Then 
went out to him Jerusalem, and all 
Judea, and all the region round about 
Jordan, And were baptized of him in 
Jordan, CONFESSING THEIR SINS,” 
vs. 5.6. It first appears from the above 
verses that all the people of the above 
regions were baptized, but the last 
three words of verse 6 help us to 
understand better the following 
verses. “But when he saw many of 
the Pharisees and Sadducees come to 
his baptism, he said unto them, O 
generation of vipers, who hath 
warned you to flee from the wrath to 
come? Bring forth therefore fruits 
meet for repentance: And think not 
to say within yourselves, We have 
Abraham to our father: for I say 
unto you, that God is able of these 
stones to raise up children unto Abra- 
ham.” 

From the above scriptures we see 
that there were certain demands 
made by the first baptizer before he 
would baptize. 

First, they had to repent. Paul tells 
us that “godly sorrow worketh re- 
pentance,” 2 Cor. 7:10, therefore be- 
fore anyone is ready for water bap- 
tism he must be sorry for all his sins 
that he has committed and be willing 
to forsake them and be willing to sur- 
render all to God. It is true that many 
are baptized who never get right with 
God. It was true that Philip baptized 
Simon of Samaria when he was in 
the gall of bitterness and the bond of 
iniquity, and had neither part nor lot 
in the matter. I am sure that many 
today get by the ministers who are 
preaching just as straight as John 
was in his day and Philip after Pente- 
cost, but of the second Baptizer this

is not true, for He searches and knows 
the heart. 

Not only must one, who is to be bap- 
tized, repent, but he must surrender 
himself into the hands of the bap- 
tizer. It is amusing to stand at the 
water’s edge and watch someone 
who seems to think that the minister 
does not know how to baptize and 
he tries in his own way to help him. 
The result is always that a much bet- 
ter job would be done if he would 
completely yield his life into the 
hands of him who is baptizing. 


Many today are living far beneath 
their privilege in the Lord because 
they are failing to surrender their all 
to the Mighty Baptizer. The minister 
may in his zeal and determination 
baptize that one who insists on help- 
ing in his own way, but not so with 
the second baptism; there will be that 
period of waiting UNTIL the flesh and 
world!v desires are all completely 
given up to Him who waits and is 
ready to “give the Holy Ghost to all 
who obey him.” Many seek weeks, 
months, and even years for the bless- 
ing that is received the very moment 
that our all is surrendered to Him.

All to Him I’ll freely give, 

I’ll forever love and serve Him, 
In. His presence daily live,” 


and often when we sing there is that 
desire to do as we like and not as He 
commands. When we surrencer all to 
Jesus the questions, “Is it right to go 
here? Is it wrong to go there? May. 1 
attend this or that? May I wear cer- 
tain suits or dresses?” are settled 
You are so taken up with the desire 
to please Him that there is no desire 
to go to the questionable place or do 
the thing that there is a doubt about. 
And when “all to Him we freely give” 
it is not that we place our bodies on 
the altar as the slain lamb of the 
Old Testament, but we are to present 
our bodies a living sacrifice, not to 
be burned up, but to be filled with 
the fulness of God to go forth and 
serve with our time, talents, and pos- 
sessions. Paul told the Philippians to 
“work out your own salvation with 
fear and trembling,” Phil. 2:12, but 
no man can work out salvation until 
God has first put salvation within. 
So the absence of the Holy Ghost in 
our churches today is due to the ab- 
sence of Him in our individual lives, 
and His absence in our lives can 
only be accounted for in the fact that 
there is something that we will not 
give up. Anything that keeps us from 
the fulness of God can be summed 
up in these three heads: “The lust of 
the eye, the lust of the flesh, and the 
pride of life,” and when anyone is 
free from all these he can be bap- 
tized with the second baptism. 


The initial evidence of water bap- 
tism is the dripping clothes. No need 
to question when they come from the 
pool, lake, river or pond who was 
baptized; there is sufficient evidence 
there as to who the candidates were, 
and since it is easy to tell who has 
been baptized by the first baptizer, 
is it not reasonable to suppose that 
there should be some initial evidence 
of those who have been baptized by 
the second Baptizer? I hear someone 
say that when he was saved he was 
baptized with the Holy Ghost and 
knew it by the feeling of joy in his 
heart, but that was no evidence in 
the New Testament, for we hear Jesus 
telling those whom He had sent out 
in Luke 10 to “rejoice because their 
names were written in heaven,” and 
they did not claim, and no one has 
ever accused them of having the 
baptism. But you say, That was be- 
fore the day of Pentecost and the 
Holy Ghost was not yet given. True, 
but let us look at the eighth chapter

IS IT GOD’S WILL TO HEAL ALL? 


Isa. 38:1-5, “In those days was 
Hezekiah sick unto death. And Isaiah 
the prophet the son of Amoz came un- 
to him, and said unto him, Thus saith 
the Lord, Set thine house in order: 
for thou shalt die, and not live. Then 
Hezekiah turned his face toward the 
wall, and prayed unto the Lord, and 
said, Remember now, O Lord, I be- 
seech thee, how I have walked be- 
fore thee in truth and with a perfect 
heart, and have done that which is 
good in thy sight. And Hezekiah wept 
sore. Then came the word of the Lord 
to Isaiah, saying, Go, and say to 
Hezekiah, Thus saith the Lord, the 
God of David thy father, I have heard 
thy prayer, I have seen thy tears: be- 
hold, I will add unto thy days fif- 
teen years.” 

Hezekiah had received his death 
notice through Isaiah the prophet, 
but he was not satisfied to just wait 
for death, so he turned his face to 
the wall and prayed unto the Lord. 
He prayed on this wise, “O Lord, re- 
member how I have walked before 
thee in truth and with a perfect heart, 
and I have done that which is good 
in thy sight.” As he prayed with tears 
streaming down his face, he touched 
God’s heart. The Lord had sent him 
a message to set his house in order 
because he was going to die; but by 
praying in faith he was healed. The 
Lord told him he had fifteen years 
longer to live. God is able to heal 
even if you are at the point of death. 
That is what He did in this case. It 
takes simple faith to obtain healing 
from the Savior. 

Isa. 53:5, “But he was wounded for 
our transgressions, he was bruised for 
our iniquities: the chastisement of 
our peace was upon him; and with 
his stripes we are healed.” 

Is it not plain enough that when the 
prophet said “we are healed” he was 
sincere; he handed down to us what 
the almighty God gave him. Why 
can’t we believe the prophet and 
trust God to heal? 

Psa. 103:2,3, “Bless the Lord, O my 
soul, and forget not all his benefits: 
Who forgiveth all thine iniquities; 
who healeth all thy diseases.” 

David exhorts us to remember the 
Lord’s benefits and to praise Him for 
the power He has to save us from our 
iniquities. Also, David makes it plain 
that the Lord “healeth all thy dis- 
eases.” Why do you doubt God when 
He has made a way for you to be 
healed? Our heavenly Father was so 
concerned that He said, “All you have 
to do is ask me in faith and I will 
heal all your sufferings.” 

Exod. 15:26, “I am the Lord that 
healeth thee.” There are people who 
will tell you divine healing is not for 
us today, that the message of heal- 
ing was all right in Saint Peter and 
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Saint Paul’s day; but they are wrong. 
When God was talking to Moses He 
said, “Tell the people that I AM sent 
you.” So the same I AM said He healeth 
thee. When you say that God will not 
heal, you make Him not the great I 
AM but the great I WAS. Is that be- 
ing fair with God? No! Mal. 3:6, “For 
I am the Lord, I change not.” Is it 
not wonderful to think that God has 
not changed, but is the same God that 
blessed the holy men of old! 

Let us go from the Old Testament 
into the New. I can prove by the life 
of Jesus that it is God’s will to heal 
all that will come to Him in faith. St. 
John 5:30, “I seek not mine own will, 
but the will of the Father which hath 
sent me.” Here Jesus explains that 
His earthly mission was not to do 
His own will but to do the will of 
His Father. 

St. John 4:34, “Jesus saith unto 
them, My meat is to do the will of 
him that sent me, and to finish his 
work.” His very life was to do the 
will of His Father. You may ask, “What 
was the Father’s will?” David said 
to forgive all thy iniquities and heal 
all thy diseases, so Jesus forgives us 
of our sins and heals our sick bodies 
because it is the Father’s will. 

St. Matt. 4:23,24, “And Jesus went 
about all Galilee, teaching in their 
synagogues, and preaching the gospel 
of the kingdom, and healing all man- 
ner of sickness and all manner of 
disease among the people. And his 
fame went throughout all Syria: and 
they brought unto him all sick peo- 
ple that were taken with divers dis- 
eases and torments, and those which 
were possessed with devils, and those 
which were lunatick, and those that 
had the palsy; and he healed them.” 

As Jesus was preaching in Galilee 
the people began to bring their sick 
relatives to be healed. In this great 
rush He healed all manner of sick- 
ness and all manner of disease. There 
was nothing too hard for Him. We 
do not have any record of His turn- 
ing anyone down, but He healed all of 
them and sent them on their way 
rejoicing in their hearts. 

St. Matt. 8:16, “When the even was 
come, they brought unto him many 
that were possessed with devils: and 
he cast out the spirits with his word, 
and healed all that were sick.” This is 
another place where He healed ail. 
St. Matthew did not say part were 
healed but all were healed. Jesus was 
fulfilling the words of the prophet 
Isaiah when he said, “Himself took 
our infirmities, and bare our sick- 
nesses.” 

In another place we find Jesus 
teaching and preaching the gospel of 
the kingdom, also healing every sick- 
ness and every disease among the 
people. St. Matt. 9:35. 

In St. Matthew 12 we see where the 
Pharisees became angry with Jesus 
and had a conference to see if there 
wasn’t some way they could destroy 





this man that was healing all manner 
of sickness. The people were leaving 
their churches and following Him so 
their empty pews had them stirred. 
To prove what I have just said, I 
quote St. Matt. 12:15, “And great 
multitudes followed him, and he 
healed them all.” Also St. Matt. 14:14, 
“And Jesus went forth, and saw a 
great multitude, and was moved with 
compassion toward them, and he 
healed their sick.” 

St. Luke expresses the great work 
of Jesus by saying, “The whole multi- 
tude sought to touch him: for there 
went virtue out of him, and healed 
them all.” Isn’t it wonderful to think 
how Jesus healed multitudes. He can 
= the same today if we will only be- 
ieve. 


You may wonder why I have used 
sO many scriptures in this message. 
I find that if people are in doubt 
about a thing, just show them the 
Bible and most of the time they will 
receive your message. 


Dear one, if you are sick, you need 
to be healed. Luke said that Jesus 
healed all those that had need of 
healing. You will have to do like the 
people did who followed Jesus—press 
your way through opposition until you 
touch Him and faith as a grain of 
mustard seed will obtain the healing 
you need. The Bible tells us that Jesus 
Christ is the same yesterday, and to- 
day, and forever. So you see He hasn’t 
changed but is ready to heal you even 
now. Just exercise faith in God; give 
your heart to Him, and He will say, 
“Thy faith hath made thee whole; go 
in peace.” No longer would you have 
to stay at home in bed but you could 
go places and live a new life. If Jesus 
was so willing to heal multitudes 
when He was on this earth, He is just 
as willing today; but we must believe 
Him. Remember, “He forgiveth all thy 
iniquities and healeth all thy dis- 
eases.”

CHURCH AGREEMENT SIGNED 


The writing herewith is that of 
David G. Ruesga, Overseer of the Na- 
tional Christian Church of Mezico, 
which he, by written agreement, 
brought into the Church of God. The 
agreement calls for discontinuance of 
the National Church name and the 
use of the name Church of God. 
—EDITOR. 

“Brethren, we have now come to 
the most solemn part of our meeting. 
I am about to sign this paper that 


will unite us with our North Ameri-- 


can brethren. You can imagine the 
great emotional feeling I have in my 
heart after twenty-four or twenty- 
five years working with you and be- 
ing helped by you. 

“TI always considered this work as 
my own because I was granted with 
it by the Lord, and we very willingly

sign this liberty with just one pur- 
pose—to receive the gospel of our 
Lord. To a certain extent it might 
be painful to take this step, but I 
wonder for whom it will be the great- 
est pain, as you are my children in 
the gospel. 

“Now I am bringing very clearly to 
my mind the very first day I carried 
out the gospel, twenty-five years ago. 
Now right at this very moment a new 
work is starting in unity with our 
English-speaking brethren. Help me 
to fulfill my duties as you have al- 
ways helped me to do it, the same to 
the work as it has always been my 
own. 

“I do believe that our American 
brethren have sincerely stretched out 
their arms and hands. Sincerely they 
do love our Mexican people. Would it 


not be so, I would never have accept- 
ed this unification. There will be a 
suffering to come because of those 
people who are not contented, but 
help me to keep them all built up to- 
gether. Let us beg of them with tears 
in our eyes, but let them not go 
away from us. 

“You already know that all of you 
except one are my children in the 
gospel. I love you all the same. I can 
see your future and I now shall tell 
you what I have never told you before. 
Now if death comes unto me, I shall 
not leave you alone, most especially 
to be disrupted. I have been promised 
that they will keep this work that I 
have raised up with such great efforts 
and sufferings. 

“IT am now about to sign this docu- 
ment for our church. I have never 
done anything without being in the 
presence of the Almighty God. This is 
the most momentous document I have 
ever signed. 

“Brother Walker, I am now deliv- 
ering into your hands something that 
is much greater love to me than my 
own life. Help me to carry out this 
work right.” 

This brought under the complete 
supervision of the Church of God the 
entire membership of the work of 
Brother Ruesga, comprising about 
one hundred forty congregations and 
a few thousand members.—Editor.

When their pastor goes into the 
pulpit to feed their souls, then asks 
the church to pray for him while he 
preaches, or pray that God will give 
him something to say, what will they 
think?

If you preach on divine healing and 
work for your support, trying to get 
the church established in the faith. 
If you can’t trust God for your living, 
you can’t trust Him for your healing, 
for Jesus said healing was the chil- 
dren’s bread.

If you tell them the program is 
hard, trying to put your church on 
the honor roll.

Christians should be the _ best- 
dressed people in the world. God has 
given us a pattern for a “Christian 
suit.” I remember when my little 
niece was five, she spent a week 
with me. I made her ‘a little dress, a 
little longer than she was used to, 
and the sleeves were long. A few days 
later we were dressing for church, 
when she said, “Let me wear my 
Christian dress.” She had taken note 
herself that the most of us wore 
dresses similar to hers. That was a 
small town, and you could tell the 
holiness people when you saw them. 

I will take you first to the dressing 
room in Rom. 13:14: “Put ye on the 
Lord Jesus Christ, and make no pro- 
vision for the flesh to fulfill the lusts 
thereof.” To get dressed for God, we 
will first have to stay in the dressing 
room long enough to get thoroughly 
undressed of everything unlike Christ 
before we can start dressing. The 
adorning, let it not be putting so much 
on the outward man, but dress the 
hidden man of the heart with a meek 
and quiet spirit, and show by our 
chaste life and holy conversation that 
the spirit within has first considera- 
tion. We will want to dress and con- 
duct ourselves in a way to please Him 
who has chosen us. Jesus is our per- 
fect example and pattern. Rev. 19:7, 8. 
We should be dressed and waiting as a 
bride adorned for her husband. “His 
wife hath made herself ready. And to 
her it was granted that she should be 
arrayed in fine linen, clean and 
white.” Linen represents righteous- 
ness or the saints. Does your neighbor 
know by your holy conversation and 
the way you dress that you are a 
child of God? Some say, “That does 
not condemn me at all.” If they would 
put it under God’s searchlight it 
would be a very cheap and flimsy 
substitute for the power of God. There 
is no such thing as a half Christian. 


A minister of another church said 
to me recently, “The holiness people 
don’t look and act like they used to.” 
I’m afraid he was right. We are start- 
ing to look more modern, more re- 
fined, more genteel, so we are getting 
more members. We are getting some 
educated people; some are able to en- 
tertain so as to draw crowds, but yet 
you say you don’t feel as spiritual as 
vou once did. As you have received 
Christ. walk you in Him. You remem- 
ber what you had to do to receive 
Christ. You remember all of those old 
dirty habits and the careless way you 
dressed. “You laid aside weights and 
you washed your robe white, and the 
blood flowed over your soul.” But how 
do you feel today? By any chance 
have you become entangled again 
with those things you once relegated 
to the “junk” pile? Perhaps you did 
salvage a few of the “best looking” 
things. “Well, I can’t afford to dress 
like an old woman. My hair got to 
be such a sight I just had to get some- 
thing done about it.” How about your 
victory? Do you still remember your 
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vows to God, anywhere He leads me? 

Once you are conscious that God 
lives in your temple of clay, you will 
want to dress as becometh saints. You 
cannot put God in a modern suit. You 
can dress in such a way that He will 
leave you. And what about your as- 
sociates? Do you still run with the 
ones that cause such disorder in the 
house of God as to look like a party 
instead of a church? You cannot serve 
God and mammon. Paul, in his dis- 
gust.and contempt for the works of 
the flesh, was made to ask, “O foolish 
Galatians, who hath bewitched you, 
that you try to finish in the flesh 
what was begun in the Spirit?” The 
flesh, human nature, is ever the same, 
wanting to provide for himself first, 
and starve the hidden man. 


Now we must get something to 
draw a crowd. If we get certain evan- 
gelists, guitar pickers and horn toot- 
ers we can get a crowd. So you send 
for the evangelists, entertainers, and 
pay them what your much-deserving 
pastor needs. The people look for en- 
tertainment, so they come out. You 
get a few converts, mostly with 
a shallow experience. Yes, any of us 
can put on entertainment, if that is 
what we want. But it will be like a 
sounding brass (horn “off key”). Then 
when you get your crowd what do you 
have to offer them? 


I once attended a holiness (called) 
meeting. We had quite a bit of enter- 
tainment. The folks came out just for 
the entertainment, and left when it 
was over, before the preaching start- 
ed, which was just another act. I saw 
people wanting to follow the enter- 
tainers off, and a very disgusted pas- 
tor, but I never saw the Holy Ghost 
get a chance to work. 

How do you think Jesus would get 
a crowd? Look at some of His crowds, 
multitudes they were sometimes. On 
the day of Pentecost the multitude 
came together when it was rumored 
abroad what was happening. Just 
what was happening? Just what Jesus 
said would happen when signs follow 
believers. It would still work today, 
Brother, if you would give God a 
chance. 

But first we will have to put off un- 
fruitful works of darkness, and make 
not “first” provision for the flesh. 
When you are living like the hidden 
man dictates, your neighbors will 
know it, your husband will know it. 
They will want to know where such 
an overcoming life gets its source. 
Then when folks come out to see our 
acts put on, they will see something 
real. And above all, put on CHARITY 
(LOVE). “Love” will hide a multitude 
of faults, and put a beautiful natural 
“make-up” on a child of God. It makes 
a homely person beautiful. 

“Let the peace of God rule in your 
hearts, to the which also ye are called 
in one body; .. . Let the word of Christ 


dwell in you richly in all wisdom; 
teaching and admonishing one an- 
other in psalms and hymns and spiri- 
tual songs, singing with grace in your 
hearts to the Lord.” Don’t hinder the 
Word of God from having right of 
way in you, or in the service. God’s 
work is often hindered by innocent 
but ignorant people, not having the 
Spirit to lead. They just select what 
they think is talent, and entertain in 
the flesh. This is called worship. But 
it is the deadest, emptiest form there 
is. All religions have a form of pro- 
ceeding. Without the Spirit, a form 
of holiness is the worst of them all. 
I once attended what was called a 
great spiritual gathering. There were 
many Holy-Ghost-filled people, but 
we had some horn-tooting that sound- 
ed like a night club orchestra. I asked 
a man there what he thought of that. 
He said there was not enough sing- 
ing such songs as “Washed in the 
Blood,” “Draw Me Nearer,” etc. If we 
sang those today, there would not be 
enough who know them to sing. Some 
churches sing for more than an hour, 
not taking time to pray, and leave 
very little time for the Word to be 
preached. We have some very beauti- 
ful programs. Sometimes Jesus is left 
out entirely. We will have to get on 
our knees and pray, “Give me that 
old time religion.” Then we will see 
our barelegged flappers and cowboy 
singers fall in the altar and pray 
through. “Oh,” you say, “there is no 
use going fanatical and giving up 
everything. I can live a good life like 
I am.” Your dress may have more 
weight with people than you think. 

They say we don’t look different 
from others. The other day a young 
man said, “If, as you say, you have 
given up every thing worldly, why do 
you dress as you do? Why don’t all 
of you get a simple dress and all dress 
alike?” “Why not?” I asked myself. 
If clothes make the man, as some say, 
clothes can “unmake” the man. If our 
apparel causes people to doubt our 
fidelity, we should not do anything to 
offend our brother. Lord, help us all to 
examine ourselves and put off the 
“old man” with all of his deeds. As 
we received Christ, let’s walk in Him. 
Let’s be a well-dressed Christian, and 
put on more charity, more of Christ, 
less of self. Let’s strive to crucify self 
so we can say with Paul, “It is no 
more I but Christ liveth in me.” 


These words from a precious old 
song have stayed with me since I was 
a little girl. “When Jesus comes to 
reward His servants, whether it be 
noon or night, faithful to Him will He 
find us watching, with our lamps all 
trimmed and bright? Oh, can we say 
we are ready, brother, ready for the 
soul’s bright home? Say, will He find 
you and me still watching, waiting, 
waiting when the Lord shall come?” 
Let’s strive to be waiting as a bride 
adorned for her husband, dressed in 
white linen, not in soiled garments of 
the flesh.

She tossed restlessly on an old pallet, 
in a dark corner of the dirt floor cf 
the Chinese hut that she called home. 

The day was sultry. Not a breath 
stirred the mulberry trees along the 
canal, or relieved the fetid air of the 
sick room. The flies buzzed noisily 
about and the mosquito plied his 
deadly work unmolested. The month 
was August; the sun-dial in the 
temple grounds showed the shadow 
far past noon, but the world still 
simmered in heat. 

The missionary doctor, on his daily 
rounds of mercy, appeared in the 
open doorway of the dingy hut. The 
patient’s face brightened and she 
stretched her thin, yellow hand to- 
ward him as he knelt beside her in 
kindly solicitude and breathed a word 
of earnest prayer to the Great Healer. 
While the doctor ministered to her 
professionally, he noticed that her 
eyes were fixed on his face with in- 
tense eagerness, then she opened her 
lips and svoke:

The doctor shifted uneasily as he 
felt himself being driven on to what 
he considered dangerous ground; but 
there was only one reply to make and 
he made it with a steady voice but 
with a trembling heart. 

“Yes, nothing is too great for Him.” 

The clutch of the woman’s fingers 
tightened and the glassy eyes 
searched his face for final satisfac- 
tion. 

“Then, Doctor, will you go home, 
gather the missionaries together and 
have them beseech God and He will 
send me ice to cool my burning 
fever.” 

The missionary felt that the eyes

woman’s friends gathered close <0 
him and peered into his face to hear 
what his answer would be.

Of course he did, otherwise he would 
not be a missionary, but to ask the 
Great Creator and Sustainer of the 
universe to send ice out of a blazing 
August sky, to please a querulous 
fever patient—that seemed little 
short of presumption. And yet—he 
was God’s representative. He could 
not desert the woman in her extremi- 
ty. He would go any distance, do any- 
thing in reason, to give her what she 
so sorely needed. 

Then the truth broke upon him; 
how much more would his heavenly 
Father hear the prayer of His trust- 
ing child, who was just turning to 
Him from heathen darkness? Yes, he 
would go home, humble his intellect- 
ual pride and pray for— 

the impossible. 

The doctor’s wife, noting his rather 
downcast mien as he entered the 
mission compound, ran to meet him. 
She was told of the _ desperate 
challenge to his faith and the dis- 
astrous results that might follow 
should the prayer not be answered. 
To his surprise his wife responded 
joyfully, 

“How lovely! I have just been long- 
ing for a real adventure in faith!

These friends, comrades in an alien 
land, had stood together many times 
in spiritual emergencies.

Prayed 
as only they can pray who, forsaking 
all, have gone to the ends of the earth 
at His command. They pleaded that 
His name might be glorified among 
the heathen, and that the faith of 
this suffering woman might be 
honored as in the old Galilean days.

As they rose from their knees a 
heavy rain was pouring down the 
eaves, and, backed by a tempestuous 
wind, was driving through the open 
window in sheets. The dusty trees

of Acts. “Then Philip went down to 
the city of Samaria, and preached 
Christ unto them. And the people 
with one accord gave heed unto those 
things which Philip spake, hearing 
and seeing the miracles which he did. 
For unclean spirits, crying with loud 
voice, came out of many that were 
possessed with them: and many taken 
with palsies and that were lame, were 
healed. And there was great joy in 
that city,” Acts 8:5-8. 

Yet with all the joy that was there 
and the many mighty miracles which 
had been wrought, none of them had 
been baptized with the Holy Ghost. 
“Now when the apostles which were 
at Jerusalem heard that Samaria had 
received the word of God, they sent 
unto them Peter and John: Who, 
when they were come down, prayed 
for them, that they might receive the 
Holy Ghost: For as yet he was fallen 
upon none of them,” vs. 14, 15, 16a. 

Let us look at the record and in the 
words of Him who promised to send 
the Holy Ghost let Him tell us what 
we can expect of Him. “If ye love me, 
keep my commandments. And I will 
pray the Father, and he shall give 
you another Comforter, that he may 
abide with you for ever; Even the 
Spirit of truth; whom the world can- 
not receive, because it seeth him not, 
neither knoweth him: but ye know 
him; for he dwelleth with you, and 
shall be in you,” John 14:15-17. 

“But when the Comforter is come, 
whom I will send unto you from the 
Father, even the Spirit of truth, 
which proceedeth from the Father, 
he SHALL TESTIFY of me: And ye 
also shall bear witness,” John 15:26, 
27. Here we have the plain statement 
of Christ that the Holy Spirit would 
testify or bear witness and that the 
disciples, too, would bear witness. 
“Howbeit when he, the Spirit of 
truth, is come, he will guide you into 
all truth: for he shall not SPEAK 
of himself; but whatsoever he shall 
hear, that shall he SPEAK: and he 
will shew you things to come,” John 
16:13. Twice in this verse the Lord 
tells us that He, the Spirit of truth, 
will speak. Let us look at the record 
as given in Acts 2:4, “And they were 
all filled with the Holy Ghost, and 
began to speak with other tongues, 
as the Spirit gave them utterance.” 
Here the promised Spirit has come, 
and, true to the promise of our Lord, 
He is speaking in other tongues. for 
the recipients of this wonderful bap- 
tism were only speaking as THE 
SPIRIT gave the utterance. One may 
be able to fluently speak a number of 
different languages but no one ever 
speaks with tongues as at Pentecost 
without the baptism of the Holy 
Ghost and no one ever receives Him 
without the initial evidence of speak- 
ing in tongues.
